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Which  motions  shall  have  precedenco  in  the 
order' herein  arranged. 

No  officer  or  member  shall  bo  entitled  to  vote 
at  any  meeting  on  any  subject  which  concerns 
himself,  or  in  which  he  may  be  personally  inter- 
ested. 

The  Chairman  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  as  a 
member,  and  have  a  casting  vote  in  case  of 
equality. 

The  Chairman  may  prevent  any  member 
from  speaking  more  than  once  on  the  same 
motion  until  all  other  members  have  had  an 
opportunity  to  express  their  opinions.
